THREE FRIENDS FIRED ON 


ONE OF THE CREW TELIS OF THE 
TUG’S LAST TRIP ACROSS. 


Says When About To Drop Anchor 
Small Spanish Boat Came Up 
and Then a Larger One. 


Key West, Fla., December 25.—Last night 
ghortly after arrival I visited the Three 
Friends, but could get no information, 
This afternoon, however, on showing a, 
telegram to one Weston, he made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Arrived off the Cuban coast last Sat- 
urday night about 11 o’clock, was going in 
nead on when I saw smoke; reported same 
to the captain, who said it was coming from 
over the mountains; advised the captain to 
back in, in case we were chased, which 
was done. When about to drop anchor, 
saw lights of Spaniard close in under the 
land; started out to sea, Spaniard chasing 
and gainirfg on us. 

“The first shot fell short; others went 
wild on account of the heavy sea; moun- 
tains high. Returned the fire from cannon 
in bow of the Three Friends. Shortly af- 
terward saw another larger Spaniard com- 
ing around point of land, throwing signals 
for assistance, she gave us three shots, 
which all went above us; the smaller gave 
us eleven shots, some of which came very 
close, 50 much so that we become alarmed. 

“She was so close that we could plainly 
see her hull. We ran out about one hun- 
dred miles and eluded them and then re- 
turned to the same place; parties on board 
insisted on being landed in that locality, 
Party consisted of seventy men, arms and 
ammunition.’’ 

May be Seized as a Pirate. 

New York, December 25.—A Herald spe- 
cial from Key West, Fla. says: 

“as today was a national holiday, noth- 
ing was done by the local federal authori- 
ties in the matter of the Cuban filibuster- 
ing steamer Three Friends.

Slayer of Claude” Dunson Was Arrested 
in LaGrange Yesterday. 


SOUGHT. SAFETY IN SECLUSION 


Fled to the Residence of Colonel 
Fannin for Protection. 


SAYS THE TRAGEBY WAS AN ACCIDENT 


Funeral of His Victim Occurred Yes- 
terday Afternoon and Caused 
Universal Sorrow. 


LaGrange, Ga., 
Douglass Cooper, the slayer of Claude Dun- 
son, Was arrested this morning just before 
daylight by City Marshal Dickenson, and 
is now in fail. 

As soon as the fatal shot was fired yes- 
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caliber cartridges for navy revolvers. This 
order came to Charles Sonnetag & Co., 
and that firm has been kept busy ever since 
filling it. The ammunition will be landed 
at the navy yard, from which point it 
may be distributed. 

That 150,000 rounds of revolver ammuni- 
tion should be sent to Mare island is con- 
sidered more than a mere coincidence by 
men who are acquainted with the manner 
in which the navy department conducts its 
affairs. It is generally believed that it is 
the intention of the authorities at Wash- 
ington to put all the depots of naval sup- 


plies upon what may be termed an emer- 
gency footing. As ‘revolvers of 38-caliber 
would be effective only at close quarters, 
the opinion has been suggested that the 
heavy order sent to Sonnetag may mean 
that the government intends to send a 
large force into Cuban wasters for the pro- 
tection of American interests upon that 
island. Taking the usual allowance of 
ammunition as the basis of calculation, the 
150,000 rounds sent to Mare island would 
provide cartridges for the revolvers of 
3,000 men. 

It is known among military men here 
that the Dupont Powder Company, of Del- 
aware, is under contract with the govern-, 
ment to furnish a great quantity of pow- 
der. When the heavy order for ammuni- 
tion at ‘Mare island is considered in con- 
nection with the order gfven the Duponts, 
it is clear the move is one of speedy 
preparation. Government officers confess 
that the army and navy are being prepared 
to answer at short notice any call that 
may be made upon them. 


UNABMED MEN ARE MURDERED 


Insurgents Place “Dynamite Under a 
Train and Kill Two Guards. 
Havana, December 25.—An official an- 
nouncement was made today that the 
Spanish troops under Colonel Rabanal, 
have had an engagement with several rebel 

parties under Rojas. 

The scene of the fighting was near Cim- 
arroones, province of Puerto Principe. A 
rebel camp was captured and the insur- 
gents were completely routed, with the loss 
of thirty-six killed. The Spanish loss was 
one killed and. eight wounded. Advices 
from a more reliable source than the gov- 
ernment, show that the engagement was 
simply a massacre of unarmed non-com- 
batants by the troops. 

While a train was passing along the rail- 
way between Caitbarien and Camajuani, 
province of Santa Clara, a dynamite bomb 
exploded, wrecking the armored car con- 
taining the train’s mil'tary escort. Two 
soldiers were killed and two wounded. 


HE WILL INTRODUCE REFORMS. 


Senor Canovas Discusses the Cuban 
Matter Before His Cabinet. 
Madr.d, December 25.—Senor Canovas del 
Castillo, the prime min'‘ster, has aga'n 
affirmed in the presence of ‘his cabinet that 
he is determined to introduce reforms in 
Cuba, dating their application from the con- 
clusion of the negot at‘tons carried on with 
other powers, which are already tending 

in a direction favorable to Spain.

terday afternoon, Cooper mounted a horse 
and plying the whip, dashed down the 
street and fled from the scene of the muar- 
der. The horse was found at the limits 
of the city, but it was more than twelve 
hours before Cooper was captured, 

When Cooper reached the outskirts of 
the city he abandoned his horse and en- 
tered a dense swamp on his father’s plan- 
tation, evidently inttending to reach his 
father’s home, where he doubtless hoped 
he wouli be able to secrete himself for the 
present until a better opportunity for es- 
cape came. Officer Dickenson was hot in 
pursuit, and Cooper was forced to abandon 
his purpose, and he made his way back 
through ‘the swamp to the city and went 
to the home of Colonel J. H. Fannin, who 
was a persunal friend and neighbor of 
Cooper’s father. 

Some time after midnight Colonel Fannin 
noticed Marshal Dickenson was in front 
of his residence and he asked the officer 
what was wanted. 

When Colonel Fanrin was informed of 
the officer's mission he stated that Cooper 
was. at that moment in-his house, and-he 
carried the officer into the room in which 
Cooper was sleeping. 

Marshal Dickenson rushed into the room 
and found Cooper in bed, but not asleep. 
Cooper was quickly arrested and was at 
once carried to the county jail and locked 
in a cell. 

Cooper stated at the time he was arrested 
that he did not know he had killed his 
friend until he reached the residence of 
Colonel Fannin after nightfall, when he 
was informed that his bullet had caused 
almost instant death. 

Refuses To Be Interviewed. 

Cooper refused to make any statement 
for publication, but from the statements 
made by him to .Marshal Dickenson it 
seems that he did not intend to kill Dunson, 
but only placed the pistol in the. face of 
his friend for the purpose of making him 
desist in his efforts to prevent the difficulty 
with the negro. 

Tonight Cooper is pacing back and forth 
in his cell. He is nervous and depressed 
and fully realizes the enormity of his rash 
act. He is by nature impetuous and quick 
tempered, but his friends are inclined 
to believe that Cooper d.d not Know the 
pistol was self-acting, and consequently 
did not intend to fire it when he pulled the 
trigger. 

The tragedy created the most intense ex- 
citement, and since it occurred business 
has been almost totally suspended. Today 
the tragedy has been the one sudject of 
conversation, and many threats have been 


made against Cooper. 
Cooper threw aside the hand of the 


peacemaker struck Dunson on the head, 
knocking off his hat, and as Dunson 
stooped to pick up his hat Cooper placed 
the pistol close to Dunson’s head and then 
followed a loud report. 
Sad Funeral in LaGrange. 
This afternoon the remains of Mr. Dun- 


son were interred, and were followed to 
the cemetery Wy one of the largest proces- 
sions ever seen in this city. The funera] 
services were conducted from the Methb- 
odist church and all of the business houses 
of the city were closed out of respect to 
the young man, whom all loved and re- 
spected. 

Mr. Dunson was a non-commissioned of- 
ficer of the LaGrange Light Guards, and 
was a member of the Knights of Pythias. 
Both organizations attended the funeral in 
a body. The services were conducted by 
Rev. W. F. Quilliam at 2 o'clock this at-

Leonard used a club-ax, splitting the 
skulls of both open and then mutilated - 
their faces. Leonard and his wife sepa- 
rated last week and he wag heard to say 
at the time he intended to kiifher. 

Last night he went to the house and 
broke the door open with an ax, and as 
the old ‘woman rose from her bed he cut 
her down. While he was killing the old 
woman his wife escaped. He pursued her 
and, catching her about twenty yards from 
the house, killed her and then made his 
escape. 

So quickly was the work done that only 
one scream from the wife was uttered to 
awake the neighbors. 

The place where this crime was com- 
mitted was in a negro neighborhood, sev- 
eral families living immediately around the 
house. The women were the most respect- 
ful of the negroes who live here. | 

The murderer is a heavy-set, black ne- 
gro about five feet ten inches high, walks 
with a racking) gate and wears his hair 
pompadour. 

Governor Atkinson has been requested 
to offer a reward for his arrest.

The piaro warehouse occupied a fourth 
of thé block and the Polyclinic was a four- 
story building with a front of fifty feet on 
East Thirty-third street. 

The fire began at 7:05 o’clock, om the sec- 
ond floor of Pinare’s snuff factory, at 211 
East Thirty-fourth street. 

When the first engines arrivéd on the 
scene the fire had already communicated 
with the piano factory Ba 2: en the 


Several large streams of dater were

The firemen poured = sev- 
eral streams of water on the hotel, but fire 
Started In the rear of the top floor shortly 
after the wall fell upon it. The fire in the 
factory, warehouse and tenement was un- 
der control at 10 o'clock, but only after 
everything in them had been destroyed. 
Nothing remained of the three buildings 
except parts of the outer walls. 

Loss Nearly Million Dollars. 

Pinare’s snuff factory ‘occupied a part 
of the second floor and the fourth and fifth 
floors of the building. The less to the 
snuff manufacturer will not be less than 
$50,000. The loss to the building will amount 
to néarly $20,000, partly covered by insur- 
ance. 

The Sohmer piano warehouse is a total 
logs. The , loss to Sohmer in stock and 
machinery will reach $300,000 or $400,000, and 
the loss on building $200,000.

forward. 

M. Dunant, the Swiss writer, achieved the 
most. His work, the famous “Souvenir of 
Solferino,” describng his experiences as an 
eye-witness on the field and after the vic- 
tory, gave the most realistic account of 
the ghastliness of a battle and its conse- 
quences ever published. He suggested that 
associations should be formed to send vol- 
unteer doctors and nurses to aftend the 
wounded {n war, and that an international 
conference should he summoned to con- 
sider the question.

HOW THE UMBRELLA STARTED. 


This Useful Device Has Been in Ex- 


istance for Only a Short Time. 
From The New York Sun. 

Forty years or so ago umbrellas were 
made with stretchers or bows of whale- 
bone. These bows were rather bulky in 
themselves, and they were apt to get a lit- 
tle permanent bend from long use so that 
they bulged when the umbrella was rolled 
up; making the big, baggy umbrella, fa- 
miliar to middle-aged and older people, and 
occasionally still seen, though on the stage 
oftener than in real life. 

With the introduction of petroleum oil 
into general use as an flluminating oil, 
and the consequent very general abandon- 
ment of the use of whale oil came the de- 
cline of the whaling industry. Fewer and 
fewer vessels went after whales, because 
there was less and less demand for the oil. 
Of course, the supply of whalebone de- 
creased with the supply of oil, but the price 
did not, nor did the demand. There are 
stil some uses for which whalebone is 
considered most desirable, and with con- 
stant demand and decreasing supply the 
price of whalebone steadily advanced, as 
it has continued to do. Whalebone soon 
became too costly to permit of its further 
use for umbrella spreaders, and substi- 
tutes for it were sought for this use, as 
there were for other uses in which whale- 
bone had been emplayed. Steel was the 
substitute generally used in unibreila 
stretchers. At first a slender, round, tem- 
pered steel rod. With these slenderer bows 
the umbrella could be more snugly rolled 
and the old baggy umbrella began to dis- 
appear, and the modern tight roller to take 
its place. 

Then came umbrella bows of light steel 
rolled in V shape, and then, In the quest 
for a still tighter roller, umbrella handles 
were made of metal. The first tubing han- 
dies were made of brass. Steel would have 
been cheaper, but there had then been dis- 
covered no satisfactory method of brazing 
steel tubes such as are used in umbrella 
handles. There is such a method now, 
however, and umbrella handles of. steel 
tubing are now made in great numbers, 

And nowadays many spreaders are made 
of steel, rolled channel-shaped. [n cross 
section this spreader is shaped something 
like a cap'tal letter E without a tongue, 
and the ribs of the umbrella—the steel rods 
that run from the sliding ferrule, or run- 
ner, as it is called, on the handle*ef the 
umbrella, by means of which the umbrella 
is spread—are so attached and adjusted to 
the spreaders that they shut into the chan- 
nels when the umbrella is closed.

« A Literary Play Must Make a Success 


Immediately. 
From The New York Advertiser. 

One of the most encouraging signs of the 
theatrical times is the present fashion of 
making plays from books. Time was when 
a playwright who could read and write 
stood a poor chance with an American 
manager. That is changing. Several man- 
agers now admits that a total ignorance 
of the English language is not an essen- 
tial to the makers of plays. 

They still cling to the superstition that 
an author cannot dramatize his own 
book; but in France, where, as Corporal 
Trim gays, they do these things much bet- 
ter, the author is considered the fittest 
person to turn his story into a play, if a 
play is contained in the story. If one were 
to take the trouble to compute the propor- 
tion of failures in literary and umiliterary 
plays, it would be startling. Only the un- 
literary play which fails makes no stir, 
while the failure of a literary play is nat- 
urally an event. 

In the same way, when the amount of 
money lost on that well-known playwright, 
William Shakespeare, is compared to the 
vast sums that are sunk yearly in worth- 
less productions by other playwriting gen- 
tlemen, tt will be seen that William is not 
such a fool after all. 

‘ The author who attempts to dramatize 
his book must leartr the technique of the 
craft, Dut so must tho playwriting person 
who scorns literature, and ten to one the 
author is the cleverer fellow of the two. 
Sometimes, if he is clever enough, he may 
write a play like “The School for Scan- 
dal,”” which violates every known rule of 
dramatic construction, yet lives and flour-

erated national Red Cross societies in vart- 
ous countries. The conference arrived at 
conclusions which justified the Swiss Fed- 
eral Council in inviting the various powers 
to attend a diplomatic congress, which was 
held in Geneva in August, 1864. Fifteen 
European powers and the United States 
sent delegates, and the conclusions were 
embodied in the so-called Geneva conven- 
ton, which was signed on August 22, 1864. 
The great principle of the Geneva conven- 
tion is that the wounded, those who attend 
to them, their hospitals, ambulances, and 
everything pertaining to the sick and in- 
jured in war, are acknowledged to be néu- 
tral, and are to be protected and respected 
as such by the belligerents. The flag and 
armlet universally adopted for hospitals, 
nurses, etc., bears a red ordss on a white 
ground. 

The treaty was first signed by twelve 
governments; soon after by sixteen, and 
now forty governments have agreed to be 
bound by the ten articles of the Red Cross 
Association, Japan being the last to join. 
In the war between Austria and Prussia 
in 1866 the Red Cross Association was put to 
the test of actual experience, and- its good 
points as well as its defects at once ap- 
peared. The greatest difficulty arose from 
the ignorance of its provisions displayed 
by the Austrian army and citizens. The 
whole subject matter of the Geneva treaty 
should be famillar to every citizen of the 
civilized world, so that in time of war 
everyone may knaw the rights and privi- 
leges of the treaty. Three conventions 
have been held since the first one—one in 
1867 in Paris, another in 1868 in Geneva and 
the last in 1884 in Geneva. At the second 
one fifteen additional articles were adopted, 
the lat ten of which pertain to naval war- 
fare. The “American amendment’ per- 
tains to the relief ef sufferers from famine, 
fire, flood, drought, pestilence and cyclones, 
as well as sufferers in war. The credit of 
this amendment is attributed to Miss Bar- 
ton.

THE GREAT DESERT OF AFRICA. 


It Occupies One-Fifth of the Entire 
Continent. 

The desert area of Africa is estimated by 
Mr. Ravenstein at over 2,250,000 square miles, 
of which all but a small fraction is con- 
tained in the tract of land popularly known 
as the Sahara, says McClure’s. Except for 
some school children who know better, and 
schoolteachers who are instrumental for 
their doing s0, the miscoption of the Sa- 
hara, which is widespread, would be prac- 
tically universal. The average man pict- 
ures the Sahara as a vast sea of sand, for 
the most part below sea level, across which 
the camel speeds before the potson blast of 
the simoon from oasis to oasis. Schemes 
for flood ng the Sahara have come before 
the public occasionally, ard we have read 


accounts: of the vast inland sea which * 


might be formed, rivaling the Mediter- 
ranean in size, giving a southern sea coast 
to Morocco and Algeria and admitting 
steamers. directly to the wealthy states of 
the Soudan. 


The Sahara as known to the geographer 


corresponds badly with this conception, for, 
in fact, there is no risk of the “ship of the 
desert” ever being supplanted by the ships 
of the sea. Few parts are below sea level 
and they are small and scattered. In the 
interior the desert is a plain, high above 
sea level, covered with vast dunes of red 
eand in many parts; in others ft ig an ele- 
vated plateau with lofty mountain ranges 
of bare rocks intersected by stony valleys, 
{t is arid, save where a spring bubbles up 
and gives rise to a small oasis of grass and 
palm trees. The Sahara proper is unknown, 
except for a few trade routes 


Exploration is only possible when water 
as well as food can be carried, and this 
condition has practically stopped all at- 
tempts at discovery for the present, on ac- 
count of the great expense

A Mountea Officer Pursues but Never

Alfred Cain, a middle-aged white man, 
who is the proprietor of a grocery store at 
‘the corner of Factory street and South Bou- 
levard, was shot and pdrhaps mortally 
wounded yesterday morning by Mitt Smith,

Cain was wounded in the left side, the

He was dressed in a 
very fantastic Christmas attire, similar to 
® clown in a circus. As Smith rode by 
Cain a negro hailed him and m&de some 
insulting remark concerning Smith's attire. 
This infuriated Smith, so dismounting, he 
edvanced toward the negro in a threatening 
manner, but was stopped by Cain, who 
was disposed to take the negro’'s part. 

Smith and Cain then had a war of words, 
but were prevented from fighting by by- 
Standers. In a short while Smith mounted 
his horse and daslied up the street toward 
his home, yelling to Cain as he rode off, 
“I will fix you later’ 

. Went After His Pistol. 

Tt is said that Smith rode to his home on 
Lucy street as fast as his horse could 
Carry him. Hurriedly dismounting he en- 
tered the house and got his revolver. ‘ Get- 
ting on his horse again he started for Cain's 
store with lightning rapidity. Cain was 
Standing in the same place where Smith 
had left him. As he saw Smith riding down 
the street he stated he feared trouble. 

Smith caught sight of Cain, and dis- 
mouming started t him with his pis- 
tol in hand. Cain clinc with Smith and 
Was struck over the head with the butt of 
the pistol. Both men continued a fierce 
struggie for some minutes, Smith all the 
while attempting to shoot his antagonist, 
but Cain man to keep out of the way 
of the muzzle.’ 

Finally Smith fired one shot and the ball 
entered Cain’s side. He fell to the ground 
wWith.a groan. Smith jumped for his horse 
and disappeared down Factory street to- 
‘ward the Boulevard in a dead run. 

Cain picked up by bystanders and 
carried into his home only a few yards 
a@way. He was suffering intensely and for 
awhile it was thought he could not live 
but a short while, but by 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon he rallied and was thought to 
be some better. 

Chased by an Officer. 

Immediately after the shooting police 
headquarters were notified, and Mounted 
Officer Landford put spurs to his horse 
and soon arrived at the scene. He learned 
the direction in which Smith had gone and 
gave chase. 

The policeman traced. the fugitive out 
the Boulevard and out to the soldiers’ 
home. Here he had left his fiorse, which

Firecrackers in the hands of small boys 
denied to the members of the Atlanta fire 
department a chance to enjoy Christmas 
yesterday. Sparks from these Chinese-made 
articles set many roofs afire, and as soon 
as the department returned from one run 
they were immediately called to some other 
place to extinguish a blaze. 

Seven times the big bell told the Christ- 
mas célebraters that the fire deparment 
Was coming, and seven times the tired 
horses ran at breakneck speed to get the 
firemen to a scene of conflagration. 

The record for one day’s fires is ten, and 
had there been four more fires yesterday 
the fire department would have broken its 
record, and Christmas would have been 
put down on their books as a day long to 
be remembered. 

When the fireworks ceased their noise 
last night and sparks stopped fiying 
through the air, and not until then, did 
the horses and men obtain a well-earned 


rest. 

Christmas is always a busy day with the 
fire department. Persons in all parts-of the 
city throw fireworks about in a careless 
manner, and many houses are set on fire 
through this carelassness, The firemen 
had expected fo do a good day’s work yes- 
terday, and they were not at all surprised 
when alarm after alarm came in during the 


day. 

The first fire alarm was heard at 7:40 
o’clock yesterday morning. It was sent in 
from box 62. The fire was in the residence 
of ‘Councilman Morris, at the corner of 
Jackson and Houston streets. It was caused 
by a spark on the roof, and was extinguish- 
ed before much dmage was done. 

At 9 o’clock a telephone message was re- 
ceived at the fire department stating that 
there was a fire at the residence of Mr. 
George Muse, at 179 Capitol avenue. This 
fire was very slight; and was caused by 
a firecracker being thrown on the roof.

The guests were at once panic stricken, 
and ftmmediately dispatched a messenger 
for a physician. The young lady was car- 
ried into the house, where everything pos- 
sible was done to alleviate her intense pain, 
but her suffering was terrible. 

It was thought best to send her to the 
hospital and the ambulance was summoned. 
On arrival at that institution she was put 
under the influence of ether and her wound 
dressed by the hospital physicians.

CAN OF POWDER EXPLODES 


MITTIE HOLCOMB SERIOUSLY IN- 
JURED YESTERDAY. 


A Match Falls Into 1 Box of Powder 
and an Explosion Immediately 
Takes Place. 


While playing with fireworks at her home 
on Mills street, near Marietta, yesterday 
morning, ‘Mittie Holcomb, a young girl, 
thirteen years of age, wag seriously burned. 
The fire flashed into her eyes, almost de- 
stroying her eyesight. She was also badly 
burned about the body and limbs, and it 
will be many days before she will be able 
to be out. She is probably disfigured for 
life. 

About 10 o’clock a crowd of boys were in 
the front yard of the young girl’s home 
firing a small cannon. As one of the boys 
was in the act of firing the cannon he 
struck a match to touch off the fuse, and 
unconsciously threw the match behind him. 
It fell into the box of powder not four 
feet from where Mittie stood. In an in- 
stant there was a terrible explosion and 
the young girl fell back on the ground, her 
face and clothes blackened from the black 
smoke. She was unable to speak, and ap- 
peared to be unconscious. Her dress caught 
fire and the angry flames shot toward her 
head, scorching her limbs and body. 

None of the boys were seriously injured 
by ‘the explosion, and they at once rushed 
to the assistance of the burning girl. A 
young fellow by the name of Smith picked 
the girl up in his arms and rushed into the 
house. He grabbed some bed clothes and 
wrapping the slender form in the heavy 
quilts soon extinguished the flames. On ex- 
amining her wounds it was found one side 
of her face was burned into a blister and 
the vision of the left eye seemed to be af- 
fected. Her left limb was fearfully burned, 
as well es her arm, A messenger “was 
hastily dispatched for a physician and 
everything possible was done to alleviate 
the pain of the unfortunate girl. Part of 
the time she was unconscious and her in- 
tense suffering was indeed pitiable. 


A Lucky Inventor. 

A small rotary engine of novel design 
has been invented by Grant Brambel, of 
Sleepy Eye, Minn., for patent of which H. 
F. Allen, of London, president of an engi- 
neering syndicate, has offered him $1,600,000. 
In the ordinary typeof cylinder engines 
the steam enters at the end of the cylin- 
der, is cut off and used as expansion from 
the cut off to the end of the stroke. The 
Brambel rotary engine does away with the 
crank motion and uses its own plunger 
for a cut-off.

The postoffice presented a busy scene dur- 
ing the week, and many thousands of pack- 
ages and pieces of mail matter were handled 
and forwarded to their destinations in every 
section of the state and country. Christ- 
mas presents of every description were 
sent through the mails as well as by ex- 
press, and the increase of business this 
week over last week will foot up to enor- 
mous figures. Every clerk in the office was 


' worked day and night Wednesday and 


Thursday, the two busiest days, and dur- 
ing those days the mail bags were filled 
with valuables which cost thousands of 
dollars. 

The first and second deliveries this morn- 
ing will be heavy by reason of the accumu- 
lation of mail matter yesterday after the 
office closed, but the big rush is practically 
over. The unusual amount of mail matter 
was handled promptly and efficiently by 
the force of clerks and carriers in the office 
and the Christmas present giver need have 
no fear that his present went astray.

The dinner served the prisoners yesterday 
was especially prepared by Captain Eu- 
banks and took the prisoners completely by 
surprise. Into each cell a waiter was pass- 
ed containing many of the delicacies of the 
holiday season. Not a single cell was over- 
looked and all the men were entertained 
by their jailer. 

The portion of the jait occupied by the 
moonshiners presented a picturesque scene 
yesterday at noon when the ruddy moun- 
taineers were feasting upon their Christ- 
mas dinner. They laughed and chatted 
over their meal and made as merry as pos- 
sible under the circumstances. 

“I ‘know what it is to be confined in 
the jail office attending to the duties of 
jailer,”” said Captain Evbanks yesterday: 
‘sO what must it be to be locked in a cell? 
I heard the blowing of the Christmas horns 
and the popping of fireworks and knew 
what it meant to the prisoners, so I thought 
they would enjoy a Christmas dinner, which 
they no doubt were accustomed to enjoy 
at their homes.’’ 


THEY SOLD CHRISTMAS BOOZE 


THREE WHOLESALE LIQUOR 
HOUSES CLOSED YESTERDAY. 


They Were Doing a Big Business 
When the Law Interfered 


With Them. 


Yesterday morning when Ghristmas 
dawned upon the city the wholesale liquor 


firms of C. P. Jahnson, L. Steinau and B. C.. 


Lobe opened as usual for business. These 
were the only places in the city where those 
enthusiasts who had neglected to lay in a 
supply of. Christmas booze beforehand 
could be accommodated 

It was not long before a constant stream 
of thirsty-looking individuals could be seen 
wending their way to these resorts. By 10 
o'clock the trade of the dealers was enor- 
mous. Police Sergeant Thompson happened 
to pass one of the establishments and no- 
ticed the gang within, in strange contrast 
to the other places of the same character, 
with the gang without. 

Sergeant Thompson therefore held a lortg 
consultation with Chief Connolly at the sta- 
tion house. The law books were explored 
and Sergeant Thompson securing several of 
his men, went to the liquor houses and or- 
dered them to shut their doors. It did not 
take the dealers long to come to the con- 
clusion that the officer was in dead earnest, 
and th*y, therefore, proceeded to shut up. 

C. P. Johnson, L. Steinau and B. C. Lobe 
were placed under arrest and will be tried 
before Judge Andy in the police court next 
Tuesday afternoon, when it wll be decided 
whether wholesale dealers have the right to 
dispense fiery fluid on Christmas. 

The Law on the Subject. 

The ordinance with which Sergeant 
Thompson armed himself yesterday morn- 
ing was section 892 of the city code. It 
reads as follows: 

‘Wholesale liquor houses shall be re- 
quired to chose their doors on Christmas 
day of every year; and at all other times 
when retail dealers are required to close 
their places, except on holidays, other than 
on Sundays and Christmas days, wholesale 
dealers may ship goods to the trade outside 
the city.” 

Now the wholesalers, when placed under 
arrest, raised a howl of indignation, cla'‘m- 
ing the city had no right to close their 
places of business, and that they under the 
law were allowed to sell by the quart on the 
holiday. 

But Chief Connolly could not seen it that 
way, and was firm in h's orders. He com- 
municated with Assistant City Attorney 
Westmoreland on the matter, and the lat- 
ter stated ordinance 892 was perfectly legal, 
and that the chief did right in closing up 
the houses. 

Mr. Johnson was so ind'gnant with the 
police that he stated yesterday morning he 
intended to sue the city for the amount he 
would thave taken in during the day. He 
will claim that he has not only violated no 
law, but that the police had no right to 

ose h’s doors. 

There is an ordinance in existence, so the 
officials say, that gives the mayor and gen- 
eral council full power to close all doors of 
firms in the city which are violating the law 
by keeping their doors open for business. 

The problem will have to be solved by 
Judge Calhoun when the three cases are 
called in the police court Tuesday after- 
noon, The city attorney will be present to 
represent the city, and the liquor dealers 
will also be represented by competent coun- 
sel,

Yesterday. 

The Christmas scenes in and around At- 
lanta were novel for the many Cuban ref- 
gees who are now in this city. Being un- 
used to celebrating Chrismas day except 
in a quiet way, they were somewhat as- 
tounded when the small boys woke them 
up in the early hours of the night popping 
firecrackers and in various other ways 
making life miserable for those who de- 
sired to slumber. 

They entered somewhat, however, tnto the 
spirit of the day as it is taken here, and all 
of them hung’“up the:r stockings, at least 
all of those who were young enough did, 
and old Santa dd not forget them in his 
rounds. Last night in many homes the 
Chrismas tree, with all its joys and de- 
lights, was lighted, and the little children 
gathered around, and pulling aside the 
curtains, took a: peep at the American 
Christmas for the first time. 

Nor was durkey forgotten in the cele- 
bration. All of the Cubans had big dinners 
yesterday, and of those dinners turkey 
was no small item on the menu. They also 
indulged in the somewhat expensive pleas- 
ure of giving each other presents, and dur- 
ing the day the lovely senortas received 
many beautiful gifts both from their fellow- 
refugees and from their American admir- 
ers. Taking everything into consideration, 
the Cuban Christmas in this city was thor- 
oughly enjoyed, and they do not regret 
the experience. 
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They Are Kept On the Move by Many 


It was a busy day for the county polhe 
yesterday and they were kept on the move 
from early morning till late in the night. 
The people out in the country celebrated 
the gloriows Christmas as extensively as 
those in the city and their fights and quar- 
Téls did not allow the county police to 
obtain a moment's rest. 


Anderson Hunter, a colored man living in 


Reynoldstown, wae the first to give the 
county police a call. He came very near ex- 
terminating his entire family and the fam- 
ily ving next door to him. As a result of 
his scrap he wears his head in a bandage 
and is so badly beaten about the body that 
he can hardly move. 

Yesterday morning, after partaking of a 
couple of drinks of bad whisky, Anderson 
went home to spend the Christmas quietly 
with his family. 

Anderson’s wife wanted him to make his 
sick daughter a present of a quarter. The 
daughter in question is the mother of a 
five-day-old baby and Anderson flatly re- 
fused to give her the desired money. This 
aroused the anger of his wife and a quarrel 
ensued. 

He slapped his wife’s face and with that 
the entire family began to fight him. He 
stood his own very well for a while and 
knocked every one of them down. Numbers 
proved to be too much for him and he re- 
tired, but left the family in a very disabled 
condition. 

From his own home Anderson went to the 
house next door, and having his fighting 
blood up, proceeded to whip out this fam- 
ily. The county police arrived on the scene 
and placed him under arrest. He was 
locked in the station house charged with 
assault with intent to murder. 


Raised a Row While Drunk. 

J. H. Bennett, who lives on Thirteenth 
street, was arrested by the county officers 
yesterday afternoon on complaint of par- 
ties who said he had been raising a row 
and trying to injure every one with whom 
he came in contact. 

He was enjoying Christmas by the accu- 
mulation of a great jag and when arrested 
was having a royal old time. He was 
charged with assault and battery and will 
answer to the charge before Judge Andy 
this afternoon. 


Shot His Friend. 

Late yesterday afternoon Charlie Ran- 
dom, a young white boy living at 65 Fac- 
tory street, accidentally shot and wounded 
Julius Clay, another white man. The shoot- 
ing was done with a pistol and the buliet 
Janded in Clay’s ankle, causing a very pain- 
ful though not serious wound. 

The county police arrested young Ransom 
and lodged him in the station house, though 
he declares that the shooting was entirely 
ace dental and was not done with any in- 
tention or hurting young Clay. Ransom 
stated that he had in his hands a gun be- 
longing to a friend.. He did not kriow the 
gun was loaded and pulled the trigger. The 
gun was of course discharged and one of 
the bullets struck Clay in the ankle. 

Ransom admits that he shot the pistol, 
but declares that he did not know he had 
struck Clay until’ te was arrested and told 
of the affair. At the time he shot, he says, 
he theard no out¢ry and started home, 
where he was arrested. 


Cousin Shoots Cousin. . 

After a day of drinking and merry mak- 
ing Jim and Bill Stowers, two cousins, 
ended the Christmas by getting into a 
difficulty which came very near causing 
Bill Stowers his life. 

These two men live near Bellwood ave- 
nue, out Marietta street, and are cousins 
as well as very good friends. They en- 
joyed Christmas yesterday by shooting a 
shot gun and drinking whisky. Toward 
night they were both pretty full and be- 
gan “projicking.”’ 

Bill Stowers sat out in the yard of his 
residence with a bottle between his knees. 
Jim stood in front of him with a shot gun 
in his hand. Wishing to have some fun 
Bill Stowers asked his cousin Jim to shoot 
the bottle. Jim declined to do this, saying 
he was afraid he would hurt Bill. 

Bill insisted on the shooting, so it is said, 
and Jim turned with the intention of hit- 
ting the bottle, but just as the gun came to 
a point opposite the left side of Bill’s stom- 
ach it was in some unknown manner dis- 
charged, and Bill was wounded. The shot 
hit his watch and this was all that saved 
Had the watch not been in its 
place the whole load would have penetrated 
his body and killed him almost instantly. 
Bill was taken into the house after the 
shooting and a physician was called. The 
doctor announced that the wounded man 
was not seriously hurt, though several of 
the shot entered his flesh. This is the tale 
as toid by the fam.ly of the wounded man. 

It is said, however, that the shooting was 
by no means accidental, and that the men 
quarreled and as a result of the quarrel 
one was shot. It is said that both men 
were drinking at the time the shooting oc- 
curred. The ca’ise of the quarrel, it is said, 
was a woman. It is also stated that Bill 
Stowers is very seriously wounded and his 
life is in danger.

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Mrs. Cain ‘Alleges That the Big Tank 
Injures Her Property. 


ENTERS SUIT FOR DAMAGES

Says That the Proximity of the Tank 
to Her House Threatéhs Her 
Possessions.

It is probable that a nice legal point will 
arise in connection with the suit brought 
against the Altlanta Gaslight Company by 
Mrs. Catherine Cain. 

Mrs. Cain owns and occup’es a house at 
No. 17 Rhodes street which stands on land 
110 feet wid» oy 63 feet deep. This prop- 
erty has been in Mrs. Ca‘n’s possession, 
she alleges, for twenty-five years, and prior 
to the erection of the huge gas tank of the 
Atlanta Gaslight Company was worth 
$3,000. Since that time it has fallen in value 
to $1,100 she declares. In fact, she claims 
that she cannot now dispose of it at any 
price. Computing the depreciation of her 
property at $1,900, Mrs. Cain has entered 
sult for that amount. In her allegation 
Mrs. Cain claims that her house has beep 
rendered uninhabitable and for these rea- 
sons: that the sun is obstructed from enter- 
ing her premises until a late hour in the 
morning, thus rendering it damp and un- 
desirable: that the presence of this vast 
g(h)astly—Mrs, (ain was probably not re- 
sponsible for this—structure, towering 100 
feet in the air above her dwelling. is @ 
constant menace and peril to her, from t! 
danger incurred of its destruction by ex- 
plosion or other cause. So great is Mrs. 
Cain’s fear of the imminent danger with 
which she is assailed, she alleges, that she 
can no longer ex'st under the roof which 
has covered her these many years. Be ng 
unable to dispose of her property at any 
sacrifice, she claims to be forced to her 
present action, in order to obtain money 
necessary to enable ‘her to leave the neigh- 
borhood. Such, in substance, are the 
grounds upon which Mrs. Cain has based 
her suit. So much for them. 

As it has already been decided by the su- 
preme court that a structure may be ra’sed 
to any height consistent with safety by any 
property holder on his own premises, the 
gas company believe that one of Mrs. 
Cain’s arguments is immediately toppled 
over. Regarding the second reason, the 
question would seem to be whether, pro- 
viding, of course, that the structure can 
be proved a nuisance, it is in the nature of 
a public or a private one. This is most 
important, as it is the ruling of the su- 
preme court that the remedying of a pub- 
lic nuisance is for action of the municipal 
assembly or council in whatever munici- 
pality such nuisance exist. If decided a 
private nuisance, redress may be sought 
in a court of law. As to whether a nuisance 
may not be of both characters, pub- 
lic and private, is a question whch will 
very probably be decided in the forthcom- 
ing case, and upon the issue, always allow- 
ing; for. the existence for such nuisance, it 
would seem hangs Mrs. Cain's verdict. 

A case which at first notice appears to 
partake of decidedly the same nature may 
be found in the 96th Georgia Reports, being 
a record of the action brought against the 
East Tennessee railroad by a number of 
individuals for alleged damages susta!ned 
by their properties frcm contiguous railroad 
operations. That this sim'larity does not, 
however, exist, would appear when is taken 
into consideration the fact that in Mrs. 
Cain's case, one individual only is con- 
cerned. 

Mrs. Cain says that upon the commence- 
ment of work, the result of which is the 
gas tank now in operation, she appealed 
to the authorities, protesting that the erec- 
ting of such a structure would seriously 
affect the value of her property, and asked 
them, for that reason, to become the pur- 
chaser of the same at a fair valuation. An 
Offer of $1,000 was made to her, 
which when, after some days con- 
sideration she decided to accept, 
was withdrawn. Since then she has 
repeatedly unsuccessfully endeavored to 
dispose of her property at any figure. 

She further says that, whereas six years 
ago ‘the block extending from the railroad 
to Hulsey street on Rhodes street, was 
tenanted by white people of g00d circum- 
Stences, since the erection of the 
old gas tank white tenants have been suc- 
ceeded by colored ones, until now ‘there are 
cnly two white families residing in the 


vicinity. 

The point involved as to whether the 
nuisance, if nuisance there may be, is of 
_ gepublic or private charecter, or both, is-a 

nice one and bound to interest all those in 
any way concerned or interested in legal 
questions.

nature injected into municipal affairs by 
the new mayor and council. In spite of 
the exposition and the recent severe con- 
traction of the currency the present ad- 
ministration wili surrender the affairs of 
the city in good financial shape. . 

“We have a great deal to be proud of, 
said Mayor King, “for during my term of 
office we have successfully met the heavy 
appropriations incident to the exposition, 
we have succeeded in erecting @ magnifi- 
cent public school building and we have 
not had to stint other funds or embarras 
the city with heavy bond issues. We have 
gone ahead with all the improvements of 


former years and, in addition to this, have 
given Atlanta a name for courage and ac- 
tivity which ts only shared by & few of 
the leading cities of this country. *- 

“Now, do not misconstrue my remarks, 
continued the mayor, “for I do not wish 
to convey the idea that we, who are at 
the head of the city government, have 
peen the ones to perform all this volume 
of work. If I desired to give such a false 
impression it would never find permanent 
lodgment, for it is a well known fact that 
in questions of public enterprise there Is 
no such thing as individuality. The people 
of Atlanta are famed for their concert of 
action whenever a ques‘ion arfsés that In 
any way effects the good of the city. It 
ia this very spirit of unity that has made 
Atlanta just what it is today, and I do 
net wish for anyone to infer that the 
mayor and council imagine they have been 
anything but mere auxiliaries in the great 
work which has been accomplished in and 
for Atlanta during the past two years. 
No: I cannot say anything as mayor in 
regard to the probable issues in muncipal 
affairs,” continued Mr. King, “but I can 
venture an opinion as an individual in a 
purely private capacity. 

“I do not have any fears in regard to 
the reduction in the monetary recefpts of 
the city in consequence of the cut from
